m ystery of 
the death of Dr. Rustin, the young 
surgeon who was found on his front 
porch by his wife, dying from a re­ 
volver shot, took even a more m ys­ 
terious t u r n today when Airs. Alible 
Rice, the woman involved iii the case, 
testified at the inquest of the efforts 
of Dr. R ustin to iiersuade someone 
to kill him. The efforts ended, she 
said, when R ustin found another m an 
who also was seeking death and to 
whom he gave imison in return for 
a prom ise of the bullet which
